From the day that the college 
opened as New Hbenezer College, 
academic excellence has been the 
key word. Be the college

offered in English literature, 
mathematics, natural science, 
moral science, history, languages, 
art, music, business, home econ- 
omics, and military science. Some 
100 years later, the same basic 
courses are still being taught at 
Middle Georgia College. New 
Ebenezer College is thought to be 
the first college in America 
opened with the sole purpose of 
providing the first two years of a 
four-year college degree. {n 1984, 
the tradition of academic excel- 
lence is still an important MGC 
standard.

. League. BSU was the first official religious club organized on campus. It was 

officially recognized in 1965. The MIDGA Players have roots in the Demosthenian 

| and Ciceronian societies which date back to mid-1920. Some type of musical 

| organization - the orchestra or vocal ensemble - has been on campus since the 

1930’s. The Phi Beta Lambda chapter was the third organized in Georgia and
